1st.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town  clerk. 

2nd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  selectman 
for  three  j-ears, 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  trust  funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Exeter,  to  hold  office  for 
three  years. 

oth.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary-  town  officers,  auditors, 
or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  monej^  as  maj^  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing  highways,  for  re- 
pairing and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  side- 
walks, for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for 
payment  of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying 
expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  and  for  the  payment 
of  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising 
within  the  town. 

8th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  use  of  Robinson  Female  Seminary  during 
the  coming  year. 

9th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  committees  heretofore 
chosen  and  pass  any  votes  arising  therefrom. 

10th.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town 


treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  legacy  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  given  in  her  will  by  the  late  May  E. 
Morrill  to  the  Town  of  Exeter  for  the  benefit  of  the  Robinson 
Female  Seminary  (and  for  no  other  purpose),  and  to  authorize 
the  treasurer  of  the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  to  receive  said 
sum  and  to  give  to  the  executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  May  E. 
Morrill  a  valid  receipt  therefor. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  by-law  or 
by-laws  enpowering  the  selectmen  to  regulate  the  digging  up 
or  excavation  of  any  portion  of  a  public  way,  sidewalk,  or 
other  public  place  within  the  town  by  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion for  any  purpose.

Phi  Kappa  Phi  Award 

During  the  past  year  an  honor  came  to  the  Seminary  as  a  re- 
sult of  faithful  work  of  former  students  as  freshmen  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Phi  Kappa  Phi  certificate, 
as  evidence  of  the  highest  group  average,  was  aAvarded  to  the 
Seminary  for  the  second  time  in  three  years  and  the  second 
time  in  the  seven  years  the  recognition  has  been  given.  This 
honor  was  shared  with  Laconia,  the  winner  for  last  year.  Both 
schools  attained  an  average  higher  than  any  previous  group. 
Since  at  least  five  students  are  necessary  for  a  school  to  be 
eligible  for  the  honor,  the  Seminary  will  not  compete  this  year. 

Results  of  Tests 

Recent  reports  of  the  results  of  tests  given  to  the  class  of  1934 
as  part  of  the  State  Testing  Program,  gave  the  Seminary  a 
very  satisfactory  standing. 

In  the  Otis  Self-Administrating  Test  of  Mental  Ability, 
Higher  Examination,  Haggerty  Reading  Examination,  Sigma 
3  Form  A,  and  the  Iowa  Placement  Examination  English 
Training  I-Form  A,  the  median  scores  of  the  Seminary  students

{English  Training) 

Tests  administered  in  the  seventh  grade,  namely  Terman 
Group  Test  of  Mental  Ability — -Form  A,  and  the  Nelson  Silent 
Reading  Test — ^Form  A,  substantiated  the  assertion  in  the 
writer's  last  report  that  early  habits  of  reading  and  observation 
largely  determine  a  pupil's  progress.  Teachers  are  unanimous 
in  the  view  that  hasty  or  inaccurate  reading  accounts  for  much 
of  the  scholastic  difficulty  in  most  problem  cases.  With  a 
range  of  75  points  in  I.  Q.  and  of  five  grades  in  reading  ability 
represented  in  a  group  of  sixty  pupils,  the  problem  of  the  school 
is  great  and  should  be  appreciated  more  fully  by  parents. 
They  should  desire  to  know  more  intimately  the  facts  which 
standard  tests  reveal  concerning  their  daughters.  This  in- 
formation is  available  but  is  held  in  confidence  and  the  record 
of  a  pupil  is  shown  only  to  the  parent  and  is  not  made  the  sub- 
ject of  idle  comparison  by  others.  A  written  statement  of  the 
results  of  these  standard  tests  ^vill  be  given  on  request.  It  is 
the  wish  of  the  writer  to  have  closer  contact  with  the  parents 
throughout  the  year.  The  notes,  at  intervals,  to  inform  par- 
ents and  students  of  unsatisfactory  work  are  received  in  many 
instances  ^dth  an  attitude  which  is  not  helpful  to  the  student. 
If  a  parent  at  once  blames  the  teachers  or  tries  to  excuse  the 
pupil  without  obtaining  the  facts,  harm  is  done.  The  writer 
knows  personally  parents  who  unintentionally  increase  the 
difficulties  for  the  child  and  for  the  school  because  of  lack  of 
knowledge  and  experience  in  school  procedure.  The  Seminary 
is  grateful  however,  for  the  sincere  support  in  the  vast  majority 
of  homes. 
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Student  Activities  and  Events  of  Intenst 

Special  nioutiou  sliould  ho  iiuiilo  of  tlio  resj)()nso  of  the 
stiuhMit  body  and  faculty  to  the  appeals  at  Christinas  time. 
The  sale  of  stamps  amounted  to  $7.94  and  fourteen  families 
were  made  liappier  by  the  gifts  of  well  filled  boxes.  These 
were  prepared  by  the  ITomc  Economics  Club  under  tlu^  direc- 
tion of  IMiss  Bryant. 

The  club  program,  while  not  as  extensive  as  during  som(> 
previous  years,  is  based  on  student's  interest  and  furnishes  a 
fertile  field  of  activity  for  those  with  initiative. 

As  a  departure  from  the  custom  of  previous  classes,  the 
Seniors  presented  two  one-act  plays  instead  of  a  three-act 
play.  Overtones  and  The  Fourteenth  Guest  were  selected  and 
the  Orchestra  and  Glee  Club  co-operated  nicely  in  completing 
the  program. 

Among  the  outstanding  assembly  programs  were,  a  musical 
treat  by  Mr.  John  Howarth  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Cook;  Christ- 
mas Reading  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Jones;  an  illustrated  lecture  by 
Marietta  Bourne  Pillsbury,  and  a  play,  Sally's  Hat  Shop  by 
the  Sophomore  class.    Other  events  are  in  prospect. 

Magazines  Available  to  Pupils 

Through  the  class  subscriptions  to  the  Weekly  News  Review, 
several  mazagines  are  made  available  to  the  pupils  for  use 
during  study  periods,  including  Harper's,  Scrihner's,  Forum, 
Review  of  Reviews,  and  Current  History.  Others  pro\ided  by 
the  Seminary  are  Good  Housekeeping,  Reader's  Digest,  and  sev- 
eral copies  of  the  Literary  Digest. 

Health  Program 

The  annual  health  program  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Leonard  has  been  broadened  to  include  a  cumulative  record, 
not  only  the  notations  on  the  card,  H  Form  5,  but  a  record  of 
reactions  to  advice  given  each  year.  A  copy  of  the  recom- 
mendations to  pupil  and  parent  is  also  a  part  of  the  record. 
In  this  way  persistent  negligence  on  the  part  of  those  examined 
is  more  easily  detected.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to 
cases  of  frequent  absence. 
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Permanent  Records 


Last  year  individual  photographs  of  the  pupil  were  added 
to  the  permanent  records.  The  card  also  provides  space  for 
a  personal  record  which  is  being  used  more  seriously.  De- 
mands by  post-secondary  schools  are  being  made  more  fre- 
quently for  personal  estimates  and  less,  comparatively,  for 
scholastic  achievements.  As  a  pupil  receives  an  honor,  in 
class,  athletics,  music,  or  drama  or  demonstrates  character 
traits  of  a  distinct  nature,  the  fact  will  be  added  on  her  card. 
In  this  manner  the  impression  is  more  complete,  for  marks 
tell  only  half  of  the  story. 

Automobile  Driving  Course 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  a 
non-unit  elective  course,  with  a  minimum  of  fifteen  periods, 
in  automobile  driving  was  offered  the  older  pupils  at  the  Semi- 
nary. Twenty-six  are  enrolled  and  will  pursue  the  study 
leading  to  the  state  examinations  for  driver's  license.  The  pro- 
gram will  include  lectures  by  experts  in  various  aspects  of  the 
work.  The  co-operation  of  local  auto  sales  companies  in  the 
matter  of  material  and  exhibits  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Plans  for  the  Future 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  writer  to  supplement  the  present  work 
of  the  English  department  with  more  modern  material,  but 
standards  for  selection  are,  as  yet,  meager.  Flexibility  in  an 
English  course  is  doubly  necessary,  not  only  to  meet  the  needs 
but  also  the  ability  of  the  group.  Genuine  minimum  standards 
must  be  maintained  and  while  doing  so  the  Seminary  tries  to 
regard  each  young  lady  as  an  individual  and  endeavors  to 
assist  her  in  her  personal  problems. 

It  is  the  writer's  pleasure  to  assist  in  this  task.
